RIVER FUBT FULFILLS APRIL -MAY PIAN -- Rechnoy Transport, No 45, 7 Jun 49 

Enterprises of the Ministry of River Fleet exceeded the April-May 
plan for freight transport in tone, ton -kilometers, and in operation of the 
fleet. During the 2-month period, the amount of freight transported vaa 32 
percent over that of the same period of 1948. The transport plan was ex- 
ceeded for all basic types of freight, including rafts, as petroleum, grain, 
salt, coal, timber and wood. 

Sixteen steamship lines fulfilled the April-May plan for freight trans- 
port in the following order: Volga Freight Line (chief Nikolin), Don River 
Line (chief Andreyev), Yenisey River Line (chief Nazarov), Northern Line 
(chief Modanov), Moskva -Volga Canal (chief ahemagin), Nizhniy Irtysh Line 
(Chief Karamzin) . Volga- freight -Passenger Line (chief Karpoy) , Dnepr Line 
(chiif Savelyev), Moskva -Oka Line (chief Maslyakov), Bast Siberian Line 
(chief Pogodin), North-Western Line (chief Malov), Verkhniy Dnepr Line (chief 
Geronin), Pechora Line (chief Ivanov). West Siberian Line (chief Timofeyev), 
White Sea -Onega Line (chief Novoselov), Neman Line (chief Farafonov). 

The plan in tsjn-ki lometers was not fulfilled by the following steamship 
lines: Kama Line (chief Saburov), Vyatka Line (chief Vezlamteev), Volgotanker 
(chief KuchkJn), Sukhona Line (chief Shchepkin), Sheksna Line (chief Yeremin), 
and Lena Line (chief Popov). The following lines operated worse than all the 
others : Bel’ek Line (chief Myasn^or ), Verkhniy Irtysh Line (chief Xibal'nik), 
Central Asia line (chief Pashkevicn) , and Amur Line (chief Bykov). 

The best operating ports of the River Fleet were as follows: Gor’kiy, 

Kiev, West Port of Moscow, Leningrad, Moscow South Port, Irkutek, Ikiepropet- 
rovak, Kazan', Novosibirsk, and Rostov-on-Don. 

The following ports and landings also ooA-r«ted successfully: Kuybyshev, 
Kamskoye Ust'ye (Kama River Mouth), Makar'yevo, Gomel’, Kherson, Cherepovets, 
Stalingrad, Moscow North Port, Shcherbakov, Kalach. Vologda, Astrakhan', 
Khabarovsk. The following ports operated poorly: Molotov, Ufa, Krasnoyarsk, 
Kotlas, and Uchsay.

Ships navigating on the Volkhov River oetween Novgorod and Volkhovstroy 
(Volkhov Electric Power Plant) have to pass under two railroad 'bridges > in 
Vojkhovo and . Kiri shi, where it is possible to guide heavy freight bargee only 
with the help of directing bocme. - 

However, oecau a e of the poor condition of the boons on both bridges, 
tugboat crews are forced to guide each individual barge under the bridges, 
causing considerable loss of time. 

VOUJA SHIP HAULS FOUR HEAVY BARGES Hechnoy Transport, No 44, 3 Jun 1*9 

In May , the TsiolJcovakiy , one of the beat ships of the Volga Tanker 
Fleet, successfully hauled a heavy barge caravan loaded with petroleum prod- 
ucts from Astrakhan’ to Molotov, The Tsiolkcvekiy is hauling four heavy 
barges on its present voyagev This is a total load of . 28,000 tons, or 2j tone 
per each rated horsepower which is 30 percent mare than normal. Despite this 
hearer load, the Tsiolkovskiy is Yanking 11 ^ 1 6 kilometers per day.

On 30 May the comfortable passenger steamship A. N. Ostrovskiy set out 
on the first trip on the new Moscow -Ufa Line .

The 20 -day trip 
is by way of Muron, Gor’kiy and Kazan’.
